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Source advised that at approximately 12:10 p.m., 
a person identified as RUSSELL MEANS , Leader of the 
American Indian Movement, addressed a press conference 
held at 600 South New Hampshire Avenue, Los Angeles, 
an address which houses the Indian Center, Incorporated. 

According to source, MEANS initiated the press 
conference by stating that the United States Government 
had once again showed its stupidity and made him a 
martyr by. revoking his bail, according to MEANS on a 
technicality . 

According to source, when asked by a woman in 
the audience why he decided not to return to South Dakota 
for the hearing, MEANS stated he did not decide against 
it, but the airlines decided against it as they were 
. booked up. 

According to source, when asked the question 
would you give yourself up or would they have to come and 
get you, MEANS replied that the United States Government 
has seen fit to spend $57,000 per day at Wounded Knee in 
an effort to starve out Indians and he hoped they could 
spend that much per day looking for him. 


According to source, when asked if he thought 
he would be arrested when he left the Indian Center,

“The first real hero of Wounded 
Knee is Frank Clearwater, a dead 
Indian/’ Russel Means, 
spokesman for the American 
Indian Movement (AIM), told a 
crowd oT 300 people yesterday on 
Janss Steps. 

Means’ comments came on the 
heels of the first death as a result 
of wounds received during the now 
58-day-old takeover of the hamlet 
of Wounded Knee, S.D. Clear- 
water, 47, a resident of the near-by 
Pine Ridge Indian Reservation, 
died Tuesday from a head wound 
received in a gun battle with 
federal and state authorities last 
week. 

Means appeared as part of a 
day-long teach-in sponsored by 
the Community Services Com- 
mission of the Student Legislative 
Council. Just before delivering his 
I scheduled speech, Means learned 
i that his $50,000 bail bond had been 
revoked by a federal district court 
j in Rapid City, S.D. Facing an 
indictment stemming from the 
Wounded Knee seizure,* Means 
told the audience he must 
surrender himself to federal of- 
ficers within 24 hours. “I’m sure 
that when I go back to the airport 
tonight. I’m going to be busted/’ 
he said. 

Hardships 

The nationally renowned Indian 
nyl&rfnl C ounted the hardships 


presently being enduFDtf^Kfre 295 
Native Americans presently in- 
side Wounded Knee. “Do you 
know what it is to have to eat 
cornstarch in order to survive, or 
to slaughter a cow and by an- 
swered by 4,000 rounds of federal 
ammunition?” Means asked, > 
Means emerged three weeks , 
ago from the tiny community in 
order to sign an agreement 
reached between the Indians and 
the federal government. AIM \ 
leaders, however, have charged 
that the government tricked the 
leaders into signing an agreement 
in order to serve indictments. “I 
came out of Wounded Knee on a 
trick,” Means said. “I have to go 
around begging for humanity on 
behalf of my brothers and sisters, 
so thank you for listening,” he 
said. 

“You don’t really even give a , 
shit that the President of the 
United States is acting on his own, 
that the Congress of the United 
States has been thrown out the 
window and the Constitution has 
no meaning for Indians,” he said. 

Abrogation 

Much of the issue as professed 
by those Indians inside Wounded 
Knee surrounds the abrogation of 
the 1868 Fort Laramie Treaty 
which guaranteed to the northern 
tribes the right to maintain their 
traditional tribal government.

Means was not present* Roubideaux claimed he had been 
unable to contact Means to advise him he was to be m 
Court this date. Judge Bogue continued the hearing until 
10:00 a.m.* Aoril 27, 1973* and advised Roubideaux to 
contact Means to .advise him to be present. 


On April 27* 1973* source four advised that 
Russell Means had spent the evening of April 25* 1973*

On April 27* 1973* a bond revocation rehearing 
was held for Russell Charles Means* U. S. District Court*
